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Advisory Action 

1. The Request for Reconsideration filed on 9/16/2005 under 37 CFR 1.1 16 in reply to the 
final rejection has been entered and considered but is not deemed to place the application in 
condition for allowance for the reasons of record set forth in the Final Office Action mailed on 
7/15/2005.. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicants' arguments filed 9/16/2005 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicants assert that as taught in the instant specification, high temperature curing of a 
fluoroelastomer release layer can cause damage to a fiiser roll, for example, depolymerization of 
silicone rubber in the cushion layer. The method of the present invention advantageously 
provides for the curing of a layer formed from a fluorocarbon thermoplastic copolymer 
composition at a substantially lower temperature of 25°C to 120°C, preferably 25°C to 50°C, 
more preferably 25°C. 

The Examiner respectfully disagrees with this argument. 

First of all, in contrast to Applicants statement, the instant specification teaches curing for 
5-10 hours at a temperature of 25°C to 275°C preferably 25°C to 120°C, and most preferably 
25°C to 50°C (See page 10, lines 23-26). 

Secondly, claimed limitation "curing at 25°C to 120°C for 5-10 hours" can be broadly 
interpreted as merely one stage in multi-stage curing process because claim neither recites that 
curing is completed at 25°C to 120°C for 5-10 hours, nor method " consists of "curing at 25°C to 
120°Cfor 5-10 hours". 
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Thirdly, Hartley teaches multi-stage curing at curing stage at 20°C to 230°C for 12-24 
hours (See column 8, lines 26-33), which obviously includes curing stage at 25°C to 120°C for 
5-10 hours.
